AN EXAMINATION OF THE WRITING 
l = OF THE ANCIENTS.

- The great antiquity of the Egyptian monarchy is 
‘not to be regarded as anything extremely incredible, 

by any means.. Long anterior to any of the hiero- 
-glyphical discoveries, there had been intimations of 
-the natural adaptation to all the circumstances (when 

due allowance is made for pre-Menaic chiliads of 

years for alluvial existence), the scientists or mathe- 

' maticians had pointed to similar results. : 

“On supposing the 11,340 years of Herodctrs, 
taken for the Egyptian seasons of three months, 
we should have 2,794 solar years, according to Fre- 
ret, and 2,835 years, according to Bailly. These fin- 
ished at the reign of Sethos and with the ‘war of Sen- 

-pacherib, in the year 710 B. o. Following this hypo- 

. thesis, the commencement of Menes fell about the 

year 3504 B. c., according to Freret, and in 3545 B. C., 
according to Bailly.’’. , ° 

Such examples as the above are set forth by our 
seientific authors for the purpose of indicating to 
learners and students the technical speciality of true 
science as connected with chronology; they now 

‘turn and reverse the process by presenting an exhi- 
bition from Menes downward, ‘the stratifications in 
which Time’s hour-glass has marked, historically, 
the consecutive events witnessed, during above for- 
ty-three centuries, by the Egyptian type of mankind, 
down to the 4th century after the Christian era; as- 
sumed at 1853 years ago.”’ 

For this purpose these researchers have thought it 
a good plan to group several portions of Egypt’s 
history in somewhat separate masses, similar to the 
arrangement of our geologists in regard to the crust 
of the earth, when they speak of. the primary, sec- 
ondary, and tertiary formations. In doing this there 
is the advantage of getting rid of the dubiousness of 
arithmetical chronology, for, says our author, ‘‘the 
virile existence of Menes, as a historical entity, is 
no more dependent upon ciphers than Owen’s Di- 
nornis giganteus (in paleontology) hangs upon a B. 
c. 2320 of a knight’s, or upon a B. C. 2348 of an arch- 
bishop’s diluvian phantasms.”’ | 

This brings us to tne ante-monumental period, 
which, as has been stated in relation to the first, 
second, and third dynasties, is a perfect blank, so far 
as concerns records and chronology. It is not known 
to science where geology ends, nor yet where hu- 
manity begins; all that has been developed, there- 
fore, is more or less of the artificial character, and 
much of it may be found to be of spurious deriva- 
tion, to be set aside with the influx of more light on 
after research, with increased experience in making 
deeper and more complete investigations in the 
broad field of monumental history and the chronol- 
ogy of ancient humanity. - 

I. ‘* At what era of the world’s geological history 
the river Nile, the Bahr-el-abiad in particular, first 
descended from palustrine localities in Central Af- 
rica, along the successive levels of Nubian plateaux, 
through its Egyptian channel to the Mediterranean, 
(beyond the indisputable fact that its descent took 
effect after the deposition of the so-termed diluvial 
drift upon the subjacent limestone) isa problem yet 
unsolved. ... But were proper investigations, such as 
those commenced in 1799 by Girard, and cut short 
by European belligerent interference, entered upon 
in the valley of the Nile itself by competent geolo- 
gists, the alluvial antiquity of the land of Khem 
could be approximately reached. The very rough 
estimates heretofore made by geologists yield a min- 
imum-of 7,000 years for the depositions of the pres- 
ent alluvium by the river Nile. The maximum re- 
mains utterly indefinite; but, nevertheless, we are 
enabled to draw, from. the data already known, the 
following, among other deductions, of primary im- 
portance to Nilotic chronology: 

‘*First—Previously to the advent of the sacred 
river, no deposition of- alluvium: having taken place

there has been no deluge, in the literal Hebrew and 
Genesiacal sense of the term, whether in Egypt or 


in Asiatic and African countries to the Nile adjacent. 


‘¢ Third—Humanity must have commenced in the 
valley of the Nile, under conditions such as exist at 
this day, after a sufficiency of alluvium had been de- 


posited for the production of vegetable aliment, but 


at a time when the depth of this alluvium was at 


| least twenty (fifty or more, for aught we know to the 


contrary) feet below the level of the highest portion 
of the Nile’s bed at this hour; but how much soil 
had been previously deposited—that is, what its 
thickness was over the limestone when humanity 
first developed itself in Egypt—it is yet impossible 
to define. ; 

“« Fourtb—Many centuries (in number utterly un- 


known) must be allowed for the multiplication of a. 


human type in Egypt, from a handful of rovers to a 
mighty nation, and for the acquirement, by self-tui- 
tion, of arts and sciences adequate to the conception 
and execution of a pyramid, thus yielding us a blank 
amount of chronological interval, bounded on the 
one hand by the unknown depth and surface of the 
Nilotic alluvial sufficient for the growth of human 
food at the time of man’s introduction, and on the 
other (after this nomad had been transmuted by time 


and circumstance into a farmer, and then into a 


monument-building citizen) by the pyramids and 
tombs of the IVth Memphis dynasty, placed by Lep- 
sius’s discoveries in the thirty-fifth century B. c. 


II. “The Pyramidal Period, or Old Empire, occu- 
pying, according to late scientific views, about fif- 
teen centuries; probably beginning with Manetho’s 
first dynasty (King Ouenephis), and ending with the 
XIIth or XIIIth, about twenty-two centuries prior 
to the Christian era. The XIIth dynasty is marked 
architecturally by the employment of obelisks. 


III. ‘‘ The Period of the Hyksos, or Middle Em- 
pire. There being few monuments for this period 
extant, we are dependant, apart from Greek lists, 
upon the Turin Papyrus, and on the names chron- 
icled long after on the Chamber of Karnac, etc. 
Here is the grand difficulty in Egyptian chronology, 
it having been hitherto impossible to determine its 
duration, which is now generally considered to be 
shorter than is estimated in Bunsen’s Ægyptens Stelle 
in der Weltgeschichte, and perhaps to embrace all 
scriptural connections with Egypt from Abraham to 
the Exodus inclusive, on every one of which the hi- 
eroglyphics are utterly silent. It includes, however, 
the XIVth, X Vth and XVIth dynasties. i 
IV. ‘The: Positive Historical Period, or New Em- 


pire, commoncisg about 1639 to 180- years R.c with }. 


the Restoration (after the expulsion of the Hyksos 
tribes), under Aahmes, the founder of the XVIIth 
dynasty. It may be cailed the Temple Period, be- 
cause, although temples existed in the Old Empire, 
all the grand sanctuaries standing at present upon 
the alluvia belong to the XVIIth dynasty downward. 
Dated hieroglyphical records descend to the third 
century after Christ, with the name of the Emperor 
Decius; but demotic papyra and mummies are ex- 
tant as recent as the fourth century of the same era. 
Greek inscriptions at Philac corroborate Priscianus, 
who relates how, about a. D. 451, a treaty between 
the Christian emperor of Constantinople and the 
heathen Blemmyes, stipulated that every year, ae- 
cording to ancient customs, the Ethiopians were to 
take the statue of Isis from Philee to Ethiopia, and 
a Grecian traveler bears witness, in an inscription, 
that he was once present at the temple when the 
goddess returned. In fact, history proves that Isis 
was yet worshiped at. Phile, if not throughout 
Egypt, even in the year A. D. 486, and the Pagan em- 
blem of eternal life, Ankh, continued still to be in- 
scribed, in lieu of the Christian cross, over orthodox 
churches; as in the instance discovered by the accu- 
rate Sir Gardner Wilkinson, of making, out of some 


strange figures, ‘t Catholic Church.”

On the Evening of the 1st April, 1868.

Since Atheism, Pantheism, and every other spe- 
cies of infidelity, including Spiritualism, has been 
making such giant strides o’er the land, spreading 
havoc and destruction on every side, destroying 
souls and the interests of our most holy religion, 
it behooves those, who contend for “the faith once 
delivered to the Saints,” to buckle on their armor 
and combat our common enemy.

And God in His infinite wisdom “hath 
chosen the foolish things of this world to confound 
the wise.” An old adage says, “It takes a wise 
man to be a fool”; and for this purpose God be- 
stowed wisdom upon Solomon, so that he became 
the wisest man and the greatest fool the world 
ever saw. Says this wise man: “Answer not a 
fool according to his folly, lest thou also be like 
unto him. Answer a fool according to his folly, 
lest he be wise in his own conceit.” These direc- 
tions prove his wonderful wisdom, which passed all 
understanding! “If any man among you seemeth 
to be wise in this world, let him become a fool, 
that he may be wise,” says St. Paul; for “the wis-

Solomon says, “ He that trusteth in his heart is a 
fool.” The fool of our text trusted in his heart, 
and, being a fool, became wise; as the beloved St. 
John says, “ For if our hearts condemn us, God is 
greater than our hearts, and knoweth all things. 
Beloved, if our hearts condemn us not, then have 
we confidence toward God.” St. John trusted in 
his heart, and became a fool, like St. Paul, who 
was a fool for the sake of Christ, desired the re- 
ception of a fool, and spake as one. “A fool is 
known by the multitude of his words,” said the 
“wisest man.” The Psalmist says, ‘Commune 
with your own heart on bed, and be still. Selah!” 
And again, “Be still, and know that I am God.” 
Silence is the best friend of our religion; when 
the words of the heart have.been expressed by the 
mouth, infidelity with all its direful evils has fol- 
lowed. “Be still, and know that I am God.” Com- 
mune with your‘heart; for, as the prophet Jere- 
miah declares between his sobs, “ The heart is de-

A project is on foot in San Francisco to organize 
a joint stock company of women for the purpose of 
establishing a co-operative store for the sale and 
manufacture of such articles as a woman may or 
can make, whereby a large class of respectable 
women, who are dependent upon their own exer” 
tions for a livelihood, may obtain an honorable 
support. “Topsy Turvey,” writing To the Bulletin 
in favor of the enterprise, speaks thus pointedly 
and truthfully : l | . 


“« Think of it, gentlemen; you are good, upright 
citizens, and you heartily deplore the tone of mo- 
rality which at present exists among the poorer 
classes of women. Did it never occur to you that 
hunger and cold would be somewhat trying even to 
your loved ones, who, sheltered by -your care, are 
types of what women should be, in youreyes. You 
are aware of, and truly’sorry for the number of hasty, 
unhappy marriages and the corresponding number 
of scandalous divorces for which this community is 
remarkable. Did you ever think that there might be 
some reason for this apart from the innate wicked- 
ness of women? Let me tell you something. There 
are hundreds of women in this city, refined, intelli- 
gent ladies, who work for $5, $6, $8 and $10 a week 
—the latter sum is considered quite royal—and many 
of them have families to be supported on that. When 
a woman is starved into sin, I wonder who has to an- 
swer forit? It is almost impossible for a single wo- 
man to findahome in San Francisco. If she have 
claims upon some family which will give her a shel- 
ter, it is well for her. If she has not, she must look 
for a room, of coursé.

In 
some cases I have known a desirable lease would be 
annulled if any unmarried woman was allowed to live 
in the same house.

Everything is marked at a settled price. Our 
time, our labor, our ingenuity is so much ready 
money, which we are to lay out to the best 
advantage. Examine, compare, choose, reject:

Such discourses as these carry more conviction to 
the mind of the learned skeptic than a thousand 
sermons on a personal devil, a natural hell, total 
depravity, and kindred dogmas. We have neither 
time nor ability, nor do we attempt to give anything 
like a worthy notice of these discourses; but we 
do think that his last lecture on Bible Spiritualism 
was presented in such a manner as to establish the 
fact that Spiritualism is of no modern discovery, 
but older than the Bible itself.

The “thoroughly educated” genius who pre- 
sides over the literary destinies of the Californian 
has “uttered” once more his protest against 
being convinced of the truth of Spiritualism 
For, that his convictions are at 
war with his will is evident from the tenor of his 
own remarks.

This crazy editor will have 
it, notwithstanding the absurdity of the proposi- 
tion, that “credulity, or a credulous disposition 
on the part of the investigetor,”’ is the only con- 
dition necessary for the exhibition and reception 
of spirit manifestations! How, then, does it hap- 
pen that, up to this very moment, the incredulous, 
or skeptical, have never been able to give a reason, 


satisfactory to themselves or anybody else, for the

It is: this: “In the 
absence of real knowledge on any subject, sham 
knowledge is sure to assert itself.” We agree 
with the editor perfectly in this, and think he has 
aptly and amply illustrated the truth of the 
remark in his entire article ; for if false assump- 
tion and “sham knowledge” were ever more 
fully exhibited, by any one able to use a pen for 
the expression of thought, we are not aware of 
the fact. He says he is a firm believer in ‘the 
proposition that Spiritualism is a humbug or a 
delusion.” Then he is a believer in a negation— 
that is, in nothing ; and every one knows it is im- 
possible to prove a ‘negative proposition. Spirit- 
ualists, on the contrary, believe in something 
positive; and are ready at all times to prove by 
irrefragable testimony the truth of the philosophy 
in which their faith is fixed. Positive knowledge 
is the basis of our faith; but faith only—falsely 
called “the evidence of things unseen ”—is the 
negation of positive knowledge, or the denial of 
facts. Belief is not evidence, and never will be; 
forZzevidence must be given first, and belief comes 
afterward. ‘ Don’t tell us what you believe,” says 
the lawyer to the witnesses, “but tell us what 
you know.” ie 


One characteristic of the remarkable production 
of the editor of the Californian—remarkable for 
the amount of ignorance displayed—is the confu- 
sion of scientific terms. He says, “ Until Psychol- 
ogy shall have investigated the phenomena of 
table-tippers,” Spiritualism “ will have its multi- 
tude of dupes.” Here the science itself is put for 
the scientific investigator, and the phenomena are 
ascribed to the mere mediums through whom 
they are produced. As Psychology is in fact the 
“science of life,” and as manifestations of life are 
included in it, spirit manifestations must of neces- 
sity be a portion of Psychology. And this we 
certainly admit. The whole scope and effect of 
spirit intercourse is psychological, or a demonstra- 
tion of life ; it is the evidence of continued and per- 
petual existence. - a - 

All this “ scientific talk”? on the part of univer- 
sity madcaps, who never went beyond the study 
of Greek roots and Latin gerunds, is made use of 
to deceive their readers into the belief that the 
writers are “thoroughly educated,” and compe- 
tent to pronounce judgment upon any discovery, 
scientific or otherwise, which may be agitating 
the public mind. And their appeals to “men of 
science,” for confirmation of the vagaries they in- 
dulge in, will remain unanswered, for the reason 
that scientific men have all they can do already, 
in staving off an examination which must be 
made sooner or later, if they do not wish to be left 
high and dry above the waves of popular opinion.

PEN TO BE on the earth.” | 


But what will they do with the passages re- 
counting the white man’s fall, his expulsion from 
Eden, and sentence of perpetual labor and pain? 
Or with all the crimes committed by him subse- 
quently, beginning with the murder of Abel, con- 
tinuing with the sins of the children of Noah, of 
the kings and warriors of Israel, and including 
the crucifixion of Jesus of Nazareth? All these 
were the doings of white men, in which the 
colored races had no part. In short, as the colored 
preacher said of the theory ef Agassiz—that man 
kind had not a common origin from one pair—the 
colored Adam, then, had not sinned, and his de- 
scendants consequently had no need of a Savior, 
nor of churches, preachers, or Sunday schools. 

It strikes us very forcibly, that if the Rev. Mr.

Excitement at Mrs. Gordon’s Lectures in 
i Virginia City. 

The Hnierprise has the following account of the 

meeting of Sunday evening, Dec. 8th, to hear Mrs. 

Gordon discuss religious questions with Rev. Mr. 

Wickes: ; i 


By 7 o’clock last evening the court-room was more 
densely crowded than ever known before. Not a 


place where a man could stand but was occupied. In. 


fact, so great was thè crowd that Commissioner Eddy, 
who was present, arose and stated that from the great 
weight of the assemblage present, there was danger 
of the floor giving way—therefore he advised them 
all to keep as quiet as possible and avoid all. urneces- 
sary stamping by way of applause. At 71¢ o’clock 
Mrs. Laura De Force Gordon, the lecturess, came in. 
-Sne could not get to the speaker’s stand in any other 
way than across the backs of the seats, by reason of 
the standing crowd so closely packed and wedged 
together in the passage-way between the seats. She 
had a pretty rough time of it, and when she at length 
reached the stand, she called the meeting to order, 
remarking that her trip from the door to the stand 
was like a “Sabbath day’s journey.” ~ 

She stated that a large number of those present 
had doubtless come for the purpose of listening to 
the discussion which was announced to take place 
this evening, according to previously announced ar- 
rangements between Rev. James E. Wickes and her- 
self, on the inspiration and infallibility of the Bible. 
This discourse was to take place at the M. E. Church, 
but she regretted to. state that she had received a 
note from those controlling, to the effect that the 
church could not be had for the purpose. On the re- 
ceipt of said notification she had addressed a note to 
Rev. Mr. Wickes asking why-he could not meet and 
discuss with her at the District Court-room, seeing 
the echurcb could not be had forthe purpose. Mr. 
Wickes, in response, called on her in person at the 
hotel, and declined meeting with her for further dis- 
cussion, for the reason that. his congregation de- 
cidedly objected to his doing so. The following res- 
olution handed in was read by her: 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this audience, that 
the failure of Rev. Mr. Wickes to meet Mrs, Laura 
DeForce Gordon as per agreement, for the: purpose 
of discussing the inspiration and infallibility of the 
Bible, is a tacit acknowledgment on his part of his 
inability to prove the inspiration and infallibility of 
said book, and the ostensible excuse of the trustees 
refusing the use of the church for this meeting, is 
only a salve to cover the inability of their Pastor to 
discuss the subject proposed by himself. : 

Mrs. Gordon objected to this resolution as doing 
an injustice to Mr. Wickes, who was ready and anx- 
ious to meet her in the proposed discussion, and 
would most certainly have done so were he not pre- 
vented by the objections of his congregation. She 
considered Rev. Mr. Wickes an able and a very fairly 
disposed gentleman, and much regretted that she 
could not be permitted to discuss this interesting 
subject with him. “| 

R. D. Ferguson hoped the resolution would not 
pass. It was an injustice to Rev. Mr. Wickes, in his 
absence, and he should most decidedly oppose it. 

General Van Bokkelen favored its passage, consid- 
ering it eminently just and proper. 

`C. Wiegand, of Gold Hill, objected most strongly 
to the passage of the resolution, believing such ac- 
tion would be more productive of harm than good. 

Mrs. Gordon again spoke in justification of the 
course of Rev. Mr. Wickes, and, no motion being 
before the house, the resolution was finally dropped 
by general consent. 

The lecturer then stated that in consequence of 
the dense crowd so suffocatingly perched and wedged 
in together, many of whom had already been stand- 
ing for over an hour, and might have to stand for 
over an hour longer, she deemed it the most expedi- 
ent to dismiss the meeting without any lecture, the 
more especially as Rev. Mr. Wickes was not present, 
and a large proportion of the assemblage had come 
in the fuli expectation that he would be. She then 
read a short communication from the committee 
having this course of lectures in charge, to the effect 
that an admission fee of four bits would hereafter be 
charged at the door, and that lectures would be 
given on Sunday (to-day), at 11 o’clock A. M. and Tig 
P. M. : of 

On motion, it was agreed that all ladies should be 
admitted free of charge. “t This,’ Mrs. Gordon said, 
‘Cis eminently proper. We ought to be on the free 
list, for we generally get only half pay for working, 
and in the matter of voting we are not even allowed 
the privilege accorded to our colored brethren of Af- 
rican descent.”’ . o i 

The meeting then adjourned.

“THE Day. or Doom.”’—A fire-and-brimstone 
poem, with the above title, which was written. by_ 
Michael Wigglesworth, and published in the days 
of Cotton Mather and the Salem witchcraft, has 
been reissued from the press by somebody who 
believes the poison of its religious dogmas is its 
own best antidote. The sentiments and figures 
expressed in the poem are certainly horrible 
enough to suit the most orthodox. believer in hell 
torments. Cotton Mather reveled in its pages, 
and-preached the funeral sermon on the death of 
the author. Michael Wigglesworth was the 
minister of Malden church, Mass., in 1662. We 
give specimens from the work, that- the reader 
may judge of the sentiments they convey to the 
mind.

Mass.—A correspondent of the Banner of Light 
writes in regard to the manifestations given 
through the mediumship of Miss Currier, as fol- 
lows: “ Whatever-.playing is done upon the piano 
while Miss Currier is entranced, is done perfectly 
independent of her in any manner. This we have 
had demonstrated by the controlling influence 
clapping the hands of the medium while the piano 
was being manipulated, and playing a four part 
tune ; and also upon the authority of the influence, 
who says that the medium’s hands do not touch 
the keys.

The cancer, which began 
at one corner of his mouth, had eaten through his 
jaw,: cheek, and half way down his throat; yet he 
was :$0 perfectly cured as never toshow any ten- 
dency to return. Should it ever do o, the figs 
should again be applied.

Familiar Talk About Girls. 


_ The following concerning the training and edu- 
cation of girls contains much .of good, practical 
sense—so much that mothers and daughters ought 
to know, that we venture to invade the sanctity of 
a private: letter from an esteemed friend and true 
woman, for the purpose of giving her ideas to the 
public: 

“ A growing girl, studying hard, is fatigued sim- 
ply with growing and studying. A few years of 
close application to study should be followed by a 
year or more devoted to household matters, or such 
other pursuits as will divert the mind into new 
channels of thought. Scholars themselves, filled 
with esprit du corps, think it a great loss to leave 
their classes to go on without them, when really, 
early and steady devotion to books, in ninety-nine 
cases out of one hundred, seriously detracts from 
originality of character and mind, even if it does 
not destroy it altogether. As a teacher (I went to 
school one year since I was seven, and only regret 
that I did not have four years mental discipline af- 
ter I was sixteen), I found that self-made persons, 
who had missed the advantage of study, were in- 
clined to overestimate that advantage, and desired 
their children to forego all doing that had so 
helped them to energy and talent-—desired only 
that they should absorb the observations of others 
in books. The consequence invariably was, that 
the absorption of other people’s observations did 
not answer in place of the original thing, and the 
children, with any quantity of schooling, were less 
than their parents who had too little. I think I 
have kneaded into my children the worth of work 
—not slavish overdoing—but vigorous, varied 
work. A child can soon understand the pleasure 
she experiences in seeing the room in order, after 
she has put it in order, of looking on the clothes 
she has ironed, or the good dinner she has pre- 
pared. She can understand, too, that the children 
of the rich are badly off, because everything is 
done for them, while their powers lie dormant and 
they are comparatively helpless. 

“A cheerful household, where the work is so di- 
vided that no one is oppressed by it, where there 
is time and spirit left for reading and study, and a 
worthy social life, is indeed a pleasant sight. As 
a geners! thing we see the mother overtaxed, and 
the girls, if possible, turning with disgust from 
what has so wearied her.”

THE LYCEUM RESOLUTIONS OF THE NATIONAL 

CONVENTION : 


Resolved, That the rights of children are at the 
foundation of all other rights. Among other in- 
alienable rights, we recognize the right of every child 
to a natural and truthful education. At the basis of 
a true education is the natural method of spelling 
words by sound, by which children instinctively and 
rapidly learn to read aud write, and are saved from 
the painful and distorted check to the reasoning 
powers imposed by the popular school system, 
whereby their memories are crammed with absurdi- 
ties; and to this end we recommand the adoption of 
a “phonetic alphabet,’’ and the ‘‘object lesson?’ 
plan of imparting instruction. 

Resolved, That this Convention recognize the per- 
manency and force of early religious impressions, 
and the importance of keeping the minds of our 
children and youth untrammeled by theological 
tenets, and that we do earnestly recommend to the 
Spiritualists of America the institution known as 
the Children’s Progressive Lyceum, and ask them to 
sustain it by their sympathy and means until the 
development of our philosophy shall enable us to 
secure a more efficient means of education.
